N ea rly 2.500 assessors in all c o u n ­ 
ties of the state will receive in s tr u c­ 
tions during visits of members of the 
Minnesota tax comm ission to be made 
in February, March and April . The 
itinerary of the visitors was made 
public by Ii. A. S. Ives. secretary of 
the commission. 
The law requires that one or more 
members of the co mmission shall vis 
it at least h a lf of the co u nties a n n u a l ­ 
ly and shall visit every county at 
leasi once in tw o years.
